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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

1 . Applicants' response filed on 1 0/1 2/201 0 amended independent claim 9 and 
cancelled claims 12-18. Applicants' amendments overcome the claim objections and 
the 35 use 102/103 rejection from the office action mailed on 1/4/2010 and therefore 
the objections and rejections are withdrawn. Neither applicants' amendments nor 
arguments addressed below overcome the 35 USC 102 and 103 rejections over 
Ribeaud from the office action mailed on 1/4/2010. Therefore, these rejections are 
maintained below and incorporated herein by reference. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the Invention was patented or described In a printed publication In this or a foreign country or In public 
use or on sale In this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent In the United 
states. 

3. Claims 1 -2 and 6-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 02(b) as being anticipated by 
Ribeaud et al., US Patent Application Publication No. 2002/0065201 (hereinafter 
referred to as Ribeaud). 

The rejection from Paragraph 3 of office action mailed on 1/4/2010 is maintained 
and incorporated herein by reference. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

4. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 

forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

5. The factual inquiries set forth in Graham v. John Deere Co., 383 U.S. 1 , 148 
USPQ 459 (1966), that are applied for establishing a background for determining 
obviousness under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) are summarized as follows: 

1 . Determining the scope and contents of the prior art. 

2. Ascertaining the differences between the phor art and the claims at issue. 

3. Resolving the level of ordinary skill in the pertinent art. 

4. Considering objective evidence present in the application indicating 
obviousness or nonobviousness. 

6. Claims 3-5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Ribeaud. 

The rejection from Paragraph 6 of office action mailed on 1/4/2010 is maintained 
and incorporated herein by reference. 

Response to Amendment 

7. Applicants' arguments filed on 1 0/1 2/201 0 with respect to claims 1 -9 have been 
fully considered and are not persuasive. 

Applicants argue that Ribeaud does not disclose a mixture of alkylated PANA 
and DPA antioxidants. This argument is not persuasive. Ribeaud, in paragraph 105 
and in other places throughout the application, discloses that at least one (includes one 
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or more) aromatic amine represented by formula II and/or 11' can be present in the 
composition. The examiner is of the position that this constitutes the possibility of a 
mixture of antioxidants that individually read on the formulas of the instant claims. 
Furthermore, Ribeaud discloses the presence of additional antioxidants including aminic 
antioxidants such as mixture of mono- and di-alkylated tert-butyl/tert-octyl- 
diphenylamines (Para. [0080]) which can be used in combination with the amine 
antioxidants discussed above. Based on the disclosure of Ribeaud, the examiner is of 
the position that the 35 USC 102 rejection discussed above is proper. 

Applicants also argue that their example oils demonstrate unexpected results. 
As a preliminary matter unexpected results can only be used to obviate a 103 rejection 
and therefore would not apply to any of the independent claims as these were rejected 
under 102. 

Furthermore, dependent claims 3-5 are not commensurate in scope with the data 
provided in the specification and therefore unexpected results have not been shown. 
For example, dependent claims 3-5 do not recite any concentrations for the base oil or 
either of the antioxidant compounds. Also, the antioxidant compounds in the tables of 
the specification are much more specific compounds than what are recited in claims 
3-5. In addition, no ratio is recited in the claims between the two types of antioxidants. 

Finally, in order to demonstrate unexpected results, applicants must compare 
their formulations to the closest prior art in order to demonstrate that their example oils 
demonstrate unexpected results.
